We met a friend a few days ago 
who wanted to know wny the A. S. 
of E. let the prices go down. In the 
same way we might ask why the 
pries of other things besides farm 
products go down. 

If merchants have bought goods 
on time and are compelled to pay 
lor them, they must mark down the 
prices or sell at auction, thus letting 
the purchaser set the price. If any 
baa bought machinery on time 
has to pay for it, he must do 
the same thing. But if people quit 
buying the manufar turer shuts down 
his factory, the miller stops his mills 
and the miner closes his mines until 
the price will justify them to open up 
and gain a fair profit on their manu- 
factures, their meal and flour, and 
on their ores. 

Then can any one tell us why tbe 
farmer has not the right to do tbe 
same thing with his corn, wheat, to- 
bacco and cotton? Farm products 
are sc bulky and farm labor so scarce 
farmert do not like to handle 
»• In fact, they say they cannot 
afford to rehandle tbem at the pres- 
ent prices. Then why not build ware- 
houses, com-pens, elevators, etc. at 
tbe local depots, and store their goods 
or produce uotil the price will juatt 
fy tbem to sell? 

If the price never justifies, stop 
plowing until it does, just at the min- 
er stops mining, tbe miller stops 
grinding and tbe manufacturer stops 
manufacturing. Has not tbe farm- 
er the same right to let tbe farm pro- 
ducts atay in tbe soil, that the miner 
hat to let the ore stay in tbe ground, 
tht manufacturer, to let bis products 
stay in tbe ru« material or the mill- 
er to let his flour stay in the wheat? 

Why is it a crime for the farmer 
to stop work when he does not set a 
fair price when all other callings 
and profeasiont do tbe tame thing? 
No doubt aome one will say that the 
farmer can live at the present prices. 
That he baa lived on them and cm 
still do to In the same way we 
could answer that the slaves lived on 
what their owners allowed them, and 
our forefathers could have lived and 
paid the tax on stamps, teas, etc. 

But waa »t right? Was it juat? 
Waa it equity ? If the United States 
census shows that a dollar invested 
in manufactures gives five times as 
much aa a dollar Invested in agricul- 
ture, ia it not time for farmers tc 
make a change? If net. why not ? 

Tbe farmer ought to oe the freest, 
most independent man on earth. 
Nature has made him to, but through 
his generosity, his timidity or ssme* 
thing else he has made himself tbe
